DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or nnore claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4 and 11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 recites "the overhead of the frame of the STM signals" which lacks a proper 
antecedent basis to claim 1 . It is not clear whether claim 4 should depend on claim 3 which 
recites in lines 3-4. "an overhead of a frame of the STM signals." 

Claim 1 1 , lines 3-4, "each of the STM-64 droppers to an arbitrary STM-64 adder*' lacks a 
proper antecedent basis to claim 1 . It is not clear whether claim 1 1 should depend on claim 3 
which recites in lines 3 and 6. "an STM-64 dropper" and "an STM-64 adder," respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 arid 5-10 are allowed. 

4. Claims 4 and 11-14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Loeffler et al. (US 2003/0152.079 A1). Falcomato et al. (US 2003/0161355 A1) and Herkersdorf 
et al. ('A Scalable SDH/SONET Framer Architecture For Datacom And Teleco Applications') 
teach prior art STM-64 to STM-256 framer/multiplexer.
